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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The recitation in lines 5 and 6 of claim 2 describing the 
connection between the ring 9, legs 10b and 10c, and upright leg 10a is not clearly 
shown or described. The ring 9 shown in Fig. 4a does not appear in Figs. 4b or 5. The 
legs 10b and 10c appear in Fig. 5 but not in Figs. 4a or 4b. Thus, it is impossible to 
determine just how the ring is connected to the legs. Furthermore, it is unclear just how 
the thermostat 16 is supported so that it operates to move the valve plates 17 and 20. It 
appears from Fig. 4b that the thermostat is not supported at all, but is just suspended in 
the middle of the valve assembly. Also, the recitation of the vertical blades 23 
connected between the plate 13 and the sensor 16, as shown in new Fig. 4b, appears 
to be new matter. The blades did not appear in the originally filed disclosure or 
drawings. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
See the above rejection. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed September 15, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The new drawing Fig. 4b does not help in understanding the 
invention. In fact, it is so different from the originally presented valve, it almost appears 
to be a different species.
